EMPLOYED BY 
YORK CONCERN 


Herndon T. Chronister. 25. a for­ 
mer resident of East Berlin, but re­ 
cently of York, was found dead with 
a shotgun wound through his heart, 
in a wood near East Berlin, Satur­ 
day afternoon. 
Officials pronounced 
it a case of suicide, and said it was 
probably due to despondency re­ 
sulting from domestic difficulties. 
Chronister’s body was found in , _ 
Kuhn's woods along the Concwago j 
creek, about a m ile and a quarter ; 
south of East, Berlin in Hamilton j 
township. 
The discovery' was made j 
by Galen Zeigler, 19, of East Berlin, j 
who cam e upon the body while he J 
was looking after some traps he had 
set in that vicinity. This was about j 
4:30 p. m. 
Zeigler, who failed to recognize the 
dead man, hurried back to East 
Berlin and spread the news. 
Dr. 
Eugene Elgin notified Dr. E. A. M il­ 
ler, Gettysburg, Adams county coro­ 
ner. and the physician later accom ­ 
panied the coroner and State Trooj>- 
er R. O. North, of the Gettysburg 
substation, to tile scene. 
The body was lying beside a tree, 
with a 12-gauge, double-barrel shot 
gun partly lying across the man's 
chest. 
Exam ination of the gun re­ 
vealed that only one of the barrels 
had 
been 
discharged, 
the 
other 
chamber being loaded. 
Reconstructing the scene, tile in ­ 
vestigators came to the conclusion 
that Chronister had placed the gun 
against a tree, and holding it with 
his left hand, then pulled the trig­ 
ger with his right. 
Death laid oc­ 
curred probably four hours bt1 fore 
the body was found, the 
stated. 
Clironister was a son of Mrs. W il­ 
liam Anderson. East Berlin, and the 
late William G. Clironister. 
His 
mother is married the second time. 
From members of the Anderson fam­ 
ily it was learned that Clironister 
had been at the home Saturday 
noon for dinner. 
He had been living in York for 
seven years, where he hat! been em ­ 
ployed at the Hoover body corpora­ 
tion. 
He went to Fast Ik-rim Saturday 
morning by bits. 
After eating the 
noon 
meal, 
lie changed into his 
hunting clothes, took the gun and 
said he was going out for a walk. 
Previously he had threatened to 
take his own life because of domes­ 
tic troubles, but he said nothm g of 
this before leaving tin* house, m em - j 
hers of the fam ily revealed. H e had 
stated he was going to shoot musk- j 
rats. 
Surviving are his widow, Mrs. Eth­ 
el Strayer Chronister, and a daugh- j 
ter, Jo Ann, York; his mother and 
a sister.

Fairbanks, Alaska Feb. 15 (AP) — 
Thundering: 
black 
rapids 
glacier 
moved slowly toward the roadhouse 
home of the three Retells Sunday, 
but the plucky family stayed with 
their packed possessions in hopes 
the crushing Ice giant would stop 
its creeping advance. 
Mr. and Mrs, H. E. Revell and 
their son. Harry, felt the glacier 
might break apart when it reached 
big Delta river and thus stop its 
march on their home and the Rich­ 
ardson highway. The ice mass was 
less than a mile away. 
"It sounds like the noise of a 
great mill coming through a howling 
gale that’s blowing today." Revell 
said over the 
telephone to 
Fair­ 
banks, 
125 miles 
to the 
north. 
"We’re all ready to move out if the 
glacier suddenly comes any closer. 
"But we’re not afraid. 
We have 
plenty of foot! and we’re eating and 


sleeping regularly. This storm and 
12-below-zero weather is bothering 
us more right now. 
"Immense chunks of ice are fall­ 
ing from the face of the glacier all 
the time and now its face is at least 
300 feet high. 
It was so sloping 
last fell we could walk up it. 
It’s 
Just a sheer wall now and ifs dan­ 
gerous to go near there.” 
Revell said he believed rains last 
fall, coupled with an earthquake 
two weeks ago, set the ice stream 
on its way down the valley. 
Otto Deist, curator of the mu­ 
seum at the University of Alaska 
in Fairbanks, telephoned from tile 
roadhouse the movement had be­ 
come almost imperceptible, but “it 
is progressing irresistibly just the 
same.” 
“It shook the hduse at times,” 
Deist said, “and we could hear tho 
ice moaning and groaning for all 
the world like a gigantic dredge."
